‘Town within a town' vision 
for new university campus 


The University of 
Northampton’s massive 
new town centre campus 
will create a ‘town within a 
town’, the vice chancellor has 
claimed. 

The Chron revealed in April 
last year that the university 
planned to move from its 
current Park and Avenue 
campuses to a 55-acre site 
in Nunn Mills Road, near 
Becket’s Park. 

Detailed plans for the 
development have now been 
revealed showing the massive 
new campus would include 
buildings up to seven storeys 
tall and facilities including 
shops, student flats, a hotel, 
a leisure centre, a gym and 
sports pitches. 

The university’s vice- 
chancellor, Professor Nick 
Petford, said: “It’s a really 
exciting plan. 

“What we want to do is 


almost build a new town 
within a town, so the 
university would become 
much more involved in 
Northampton. 

“At the moment, we’re 
stuck out in the suburbs 
and the campus is not a 
destination for local people. 

“If we bring it into the town 
centre, we can be much more 
community based.” 

Early plans for the 
new super-campus were 
submitted to Northampton 
Borough Council this week.

They showed the 
development would include 
400,000 sq ft of ‘academic 
floor space’ spread across a 
six-storey building and up 
to 1,500 student apartments 
in a separate, seven-storey 
building. 

Other developments on the 
land would include a 150-room 
hotel, two new bridges onto 
the site, 320,000 sq ft of 
commercial space and 35,000 
sq ft of retail space. 

Key figures from the 
university will meet later 
this month to look at how the 
development could be funded, 
but Professor Petford said he 
believed finding the money 
would not be an issue. 

He said: “After the early 
discussions we’ve had with 
potential financiers, we don’t 
see there being any problems 
whatsoever. 

“We believe raising the 
money would actually be

pretty straightforward.” 

It is believed that money 
for the development would 
come from a range of sources, 
including the university’s own 
savings and money made from 
selling university-owned land 
at Boughton Green Road to 
housing developers. Further 
cash could also come from a 
possible sponsorship deal 
with a private firm. 

If the funding can be found 
and planning permission for 
the development is granted 
by the borough council, it is 
hoped work could start on 
site in 2015 and be completed 
by 2018.

A life-saving heart shock 
device can now tell 
Northampton General 
Hospital doctors if patients 
fall ilL.over the phone. 

More than 200 
Northamptonshire patients 
use implantable cardiac 
defibrillators (ICD), similar 
to the one the ex-footballer 
Fabrice Muamba has, which 
can send an electrical signal 
to correct dangerously high 
heart rates or give the organ 
a full shock. 

Patients are now being 
given a home monitor that 
automatically downloads data 
from the device and transmits 
it to NGH’s heart centre. It 
means patients can attend 
a virtual clinic with their 


doctor from home instead of 
a traditional check-up. 

Consultant cardiologist, Dr 
JonTimperley, said: “Whereas 
before ICD patients had to 
come and see us every three 
months, now we can follow 
them up by home monitored 
assessments, and only see 
them in clinic once a year. 

“Home monitoring is a lot 
quicker, and it picks things 
up earlier that we would not 
have spotted until the patient 
was next in clinic. Patients 
like it because it saves them 
time, and they don’t have the 
travelling and parking costs of 
coming to hospital so often.” 

Each ICD costs around 
£15,000 and buying in bulk 
means the hospital is able to 
obtain the home monitors free 



as part of the contract. 

Trudie Lobban, of 
Arrhythmia Alliance, the 
heart rhythm charity, said: 
“Remote monitors make such 
a difference to people’s lives. 
We’re told it’s like having your 
own doctor 24/7. 

“Any time you are worried, 
you can phone the hospital 
and get them to download the 
relevant data to see exactly 
what’s happening.”

Rise in convictions 
over animal cruelty 



New figures released by 
RSPCA Northamptonshire 
show the number of people 
convicted for animal cruelty in 
the county has risen sharply. 
The RSPCA Prosecutions 
Annual Report, launched 
during RSPCA week, showed 
there was a 50 per cent 
increase in the number of 
people convicted for animal 
cruelty in the county between 
2011 and 2012. 

The survey showed 21 
people were convicted for 
animal neglect and cruelty in 
Northamptonshire in 2012, 
while only 14 were convicted 
in 2011. 

The figures matched 
the national trend where 
convictions rose by nearly 
34 per cent in 2012 across 
England and Wales. 

RSPCA chief executive, 
Gavin Grant, said: “The RSPCA 
is leading the fight against a 
growing animal cruelty crisis. 

“Our staff, volunteers and 
branches show tremendous 
dedication but they are 
struggling to keep up. For us, 


prosecution is always the last 
resort. 

“However if there is 
evidence of a crime and 
serious animal abuse then we 
will take legal action to protect 
the animals and prevent 
further abuse. 

“We also want to see judges 
taking these offences far more 
seriously.” 

He added: “Now, more than 
ever, we need all animal lovers 
to stand up against a rising 
tide of animal cruelty. We 


can’t do it without you.” 

One case in 
Northamptonsire saw a 
man jailed and banned from 
keeping animals for five years. 
The 28-year-old from 
Kettering was convicted 
by magistrates of causing 
unnecessary suffering to 11 
rabbits. 

He was sentenced to eight 
weeks custody concurrent for 
both offences and disqualified 
from keeping all animals for 
five years.

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Mums sadness at 
closure of baby cafe 


Mums who have gained life¬ 
changing support to care for 
their babies have spoken of 
their sadness at the closure of 
the Northampton Baby Cafe, 
eight years and 2,000 families 
after it opened. 

The cafe runs an informal sup- 
port service for mums who 
have problems breastfeed¬ 
ing, meaning their baby risks 
losing out on a vital long-term 
boost to his or her health. 

But community interest 
company, Baby Ways, which 
runs the service from Wel¬ 
lington Street, failed to win 
the NHS contract for over¬ 
all breastfeeding support in 
Northamptonshire. 

The last session was held 
this week and mums said that 
although a similar service will 
begin elsewhere in the town 
sometime in May, their group 
cannot be replaced. 

Briony Askew, a mum and 
member of the Northamp¬ 
ton Breastfeeding Alliance 
group, which successfully 
campaigned to extend the 
funding for ayear in 2012, said: 
“The two workers here have

16 years of experience behind 
them and that has not been 
given any value by the NHS. 

“This is the perfect setting 
for women and their babies 
with an already-established 
reputation. If it’s not broken 
then why try to fix it? ” 

Since 2004, the Baby Cafe 
has seen 2,070 families, and 
1,250 visits since May 2013. 

Carolyn Markham, of Ba¬ 
by Ways, said: “It’s never been 
about the money. It’s always 
been about the mums and 


giving them the best possible 
chance at breastfeeding. 

“However, the reality is, 
without funding you can’t pro¬ 
vide the service. It’s very sad.” 

The new NHS breastfeed¬ 
ing contract, which was won 
by NHS Northamptonshire 
Healthcare, will include a 
home visiting service for com¬ 
plex problems, extra training 
of all health visitors and tar¬ 
geted work to reach women 
where there is low rates of 
breastfeeding. 

Northamptonshire Health¬ 
care is unable at the moment 
to give details of the service 
it says will replace the baby 
cafe because of the purdah 
period covering the upcom¬ 
ing county council elections. 
That is because the council 
commissions the breastfeed¬ 
ing service and the current 
administration could be seen 
to gain an advantage from 
any publicity. The NHS trust 
has said the contract would 
provide “breastfeeding peer 
support groups within the 
community offering support 
and social opportunities to 
mothers, including a central 
group in Northampton”.

Goal hero Guttridge warns team-mates ahead of final

Luke Guttridge might have 
scored the goal that helped 
secure the Cobblers’ place 
in the npower League Two 
play-off final but the mid¬ 
fielder is keen to stress the 
team has achieved nothing 
yet. 

Guttridge fired in a sizzling 
volley in the 1-0 win at Chelten¬ 
ham on Sunday night that guar¬ 
anteed Town a Wembley final, 
in which they will meet Brad¬ 
ford City on Saturday May 18. 

But the 31-year-old, who 
has been a key figure of the 
team in the past month, was 
very quick to play down the 
achievement, which he feels 
is well overdue for a club of 
Northampton’s size and stat¬ 
ure. 

“All we’ve done so far is get 
to Wembley, we haven’t actu¬ 
ally done anything,” he said. 
“It’s a massive achievement 
in terms of where the club 
has been in the past couple of 
seasons. 

“I’ve said for a long time 
that Northampton shouldn’t 
be down where they have been 


but talk is cheap. 

“It’s no good talking about 
it, you’ve got to do it on the 
pitch and we know it’s going 
to be a very difficult game 
against a good Bradford side 
in the final now.” 

Guttridge struck up a good 
understanding with leading 
goalscorer Adebayo Akin- 
fenwa during the pair’s previ¬ 
ous time together at the club 
and it has been rekindled in 
the past month, with the strik¬ 
er laying on both of the mid¬ 
fielder’s goals in that time. 

The strike against Chelten¬ 
ham was a goal-of-the-season 
contender and it came at a piv¬ 
otal moment in a crunch game 
but for Guttridge - who spent 
several weeks out of the team 
just after the season’s midway 
point - the overwhelming feel¬ 
ing was one of relief. 

“The ball went into Bayo 
and we understand how each 
other plays so I knew he was 
going to pop it inside,” said 
Guttridge. “It was a great lay¬ 
off and it sat up nicely, begging 
to be hit. 

“I caught it sweetly and for¬ 
tunately it just flew into the 
net. I think it was just a feel¬ 
ing of relief. 

“It’s been a frustrating 
season for me all round and I 
haven’t scored the goals that 
I would have liked to have 
scored.”
